ORGANIZATION. 


ACT OF CONGRESS AUTHORIZING THE SESSION. 


Aw Act making appropriations to supply deficiencies on ac- 
count of the appropriations for the fiscal-year ending June 
thirtieth, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, in regard to 
rebate of tax on tobacco; and to provide for the expenses of 
the meeting of the Legislature of the Territory of New 
Mexico, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress Assembled. 

That the following sums be and the same are hereby appro- 
priated out of any money ,in the treasury, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, for the objects hereinafter stated, namely: 

* * - E * * 


For the legislative expenses of the Territory of New Mexico, 
namely: 

For per diem of members, and officers of the Legislative 
Assembly, mileage of members, printing, incidental expenses— 
including Secretary’s office, and eight hundred dollars for trans- 
lating bills, laws, and journals of the Legislative Assembly, 
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twenty-one thousand nine hundred and sixty-five dollars; Pro- 
vided: That the legislative proceedings, records and laws of 
said Territory shall be printed in the English language. 

That the members elected to the Territorial Legislature of 
New Mexico in November, Anno Domini, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-two, and all vacancies legally filled since that time, if 
any, are hereby declared to be the legal members of the legis- 
lature hereby authorized, subject to all valid contests. . 

The said Territorial Legislature shall convene on the third 
Monday in February, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and 
shall not continue in session exceeding forty legislative days. 
The next Territorial Legislature of New Mexico shall convene 
in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-six, at such time as 
may be fixed by the Legislature at the session hereby author- 
ized. 


Approved February 14, 1884. 


The Hon. Wm. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Territory, appear- 


- ed at the Council Chamber at 12 o'clock noon, for.the purpose 


of swearing in the members- of the Council (all as a question 
of fact being present); he was met with a degree of confusion 
which, being long continued and with a persistency apparently 
for the purpose of preventing the Secretary from performing 
his lawful duty, and the House branch being assembled and in 
waiting for the Secretary in order to proceed with its organiza- 
tion, it was rendered impracticable to proceed further with the 


‘Council, and unjust to the House longer to delay them in their _ 


organization, the Secretary accordingly retired for the time and 


at once proceeded to the House where organization was effected. 

Subsequently, and the same day, and all the members of the 
Council being duly informed of time and place of organization, 
and a majority of members whose seats were not contested be- 
ing assembled, the Secretary of the Territory at 4 o’clock and 
45 minutes, P. M. taking the President’s desk, called the mem- 
bers to order making the following remarks: 


“GENTLEMEN:—This is the day appointed by a recent act of 
Congress for the convening of the Twenty-sixth Legislative 
Assembly. As the officer designated by law; I have met .you 
as Secretary of the Territory to administer the oath to members, 
The organization will proceed without debate. Members will 
step forward as their names are called, sign the oath and be 
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sworn. The seats of members from Bernalillo county are con- 
tested. It appears from the judgment of the district court pre- 
sented, it has passed upon the question involved in the case of 
county officers elected at the same election that the members 
of the legislature were, from that county; and decided adversely 
to those elected upon the face of the returns, and that a large 
number of fraudulent votes were cast. And it appearing that 
the application of the same facts would change the result as to 
members claiming to have been elected upon the same ticket, 
and it likewise appearing that the question of fraud in said 
election has become one of public notoriety, and it also appearing 
that the seat for the member from Santa Fe county is involved 
in a similar contest, it therefore seems to me proper and just 
that at this time the members only who are not involved in the 
contest should be sworn.’ 


The Secretary ‘proceeded with the calling of the roll of all 
members not involvedtin the contest, and the following named 
members appeared, signed the oath given and were sworn in, 
to-wit : ? 2 tus 

Messrs. José ER y Vigil, of nein Pablo Gallegos, of 
Rio Arriba; H*Keller and Andres Sena, of San Miguel; 
and John A” iller, of Doña Ana, Lincoln and Grant. 


THE OATH. 


We, the undersigned, do solemnly swear each for himself, 
and not one for the other, that he will support the constitution 
of the United States and the laws of the Territory of New 
Mexico, and that he will faithfully and honestly perform the 
duties of member of the Legislative Assembly appointed by 
law to convene on the third Monday in February, A. D., 1884, ) 
to the best of my ability. So help me God. 


Secretary Ritch then further remarked : 


“In view of the situation it seems to me just, in the absence 
of law to the contrary, that the members sworn in and not 
involved in contest should express their judgment as to who of 
the contestants are prima facia entitled to be sworn in. For 
this purpose, and this purpose alone, I will consider a motion 
to be submitted without debate. Does any member desire to 
make the’ motion ?” 


Mr. Miller; from Grant, then moved that Thomas B. Catron 
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be declared entitled prima facia to the seat from Santa Fe 
county, subject to the right of contest by the contestant. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Armijo y Vigil, of Socorro, 
and upon the same being stated and put, was by a unanimous 
vote adopted. 

The name of Mr. Catron being called by the Secretary, he 
appeared and signed the oath and was sworn in. 

Mr. Miller, of Grant, then moved that Messrs. Charles C. 
McComas and José Manuel Montoya, be declared entitled 
prima facia to the seats from Bernalillo county, subject to the 
right of contest. 

Mr. Catron seconded the motion, and upon the same being 
stated and put, was by a unanimous vote adopted. 

The names of Messrs. McComas and Montoya being called 
by the Secretary, they appeared and signed the oath and were 
Sworn in. 

None other than the members named above appearing, and 
there thus being a majority, two-thirds of the whole number of 
members of the Council present and sworn in, Mr. Catron, of 
Santa Fe, nominated Hon. José Armijo y Vigil, of Socorro, for 
President of the Council. 

No other nomination being made, and the question being 
stated and put, resulted in the election of Mr. Armijo 
by a unanimous vote. 

The President elected accepted the office to which he had 
been elected in a few well chosen words, and then signed the 
official oath and was sworn in by the Secretary, when the latter 


retired.

In conformity with the law of Congress of the United States 
of America, the Legislative Council of the Territory of New 
Mexico this day assembled at 4 o’clock P. m. 

The Hon. W. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Territory, being 
present, he proceeded to call the names of the councilmen 
elected from the different counties respectively for the purpose 
of swearing them in as such. The following gentlemen an- 
swered and were duly sworn, and signed the official registry, 
to-wit:

On motion of Mr. T. B. Catron, Mr. José Armijo y Vigil was 
elected President by acclamation. 

Messrs. T. B. Catron and C. C. McComas conducted the 
President to the chair, who was sworn in as such and signed 
the registry. 

The President expressed in a few words his thanks to the 
council for the honor conferred upon him, and assured the mem- 
bers that all his decisions should be impartial, and would decide 
all questions according to their merits and to the best of his 
ability. . 

The President announced’ that, as the Secretary of the- Fer- 
ritory was present, it would be proper to proceed to the election 
of officers.. Carried. 

Mr. J. A. Miller nominated Mr. Benjamin M. Read as Chief 
Clerk, who was unanimously elected as such. 

Mr. Read was declared elected. 

On motion of Mr. J. A. Miller, the following named officers 
were unanimously elected:

Francisco Jaramillo, of Rio Arriba, Messenger and Watch- 
man.

The organization being completed, the thanks of Council 
were tendered to the Hon. W. G. Ritch, for his courteous atten- 
tion in attending this body in its organization, whereupon he 
retired. 

On motion of Mr. J. A. Miller, Mr. President appointed the 
following committee, to wait upon His Excellency, Gov. Lionel 
A. Sheldon, and inform him that the Council was duly organ- 
ized and ready to recelve any communication he might be

very dignified, able and impartial manner in which he has 
presided over the deliberations of this body, and for the 
uniform courtesy and kindness he has shown and extended to 
all of the members of this Council. l 

. Resolved, That the thanks of this Council be given to the 


_ press of this Territory, and its representatives who have been 
' in attendance on this session of the Legislature, for their great 


aid to us in our deliberations, and in the work we have done, 
as also for the extremely polite and gentlemanly character of 
the tone of each and every one thereof towards the Legislative 
Assembly, as well as to each and every member of this Legis- 
lature; that we recognize in the press of this Territory, and its 
representatives, ability of the highest order ever watchful of the 
best interests of our people. 


Resolutions adopted. 
Mr. Vigil here said: 


HONORABLE COLLEAGUES: 


The end of our Legislative labors has arrived. It affords me 
great pleasure to believe that we have fulfilled this important 
duty, especially when I consider the innumerable obstacles 


‘thrown in our way at the convening of our session, which 


obstacles, for a while, threatened to injure the interests of our 
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people by delaying and interrupting the legislation at this time 
so badly needed in our Territory. 

The schemes of a few demagogues threatened the opening 
of our proceedings like a ruining tempest, but, thanks to God, 
they only found in the eight senators, who stood as firm as the 
rock from beginning to end, a strong and united opinion, i. e., 
that we remained firm. 

We may well go back to our homes satisfied by having per- 
formed our duties honorably and make a good report to our 
constituents, fearless of being contradicted, which will be an 
honor to us and just to them. 

I extend to all and each of you my most sincere thanks for 
the courtesy and consideration with which you have treated me 
during the forty days that I have, through your kindness, 
presided over this honorable body. I hope that my conduct as 
your presiding officer has been satisfactory to all. For myself, 
I assure you that if in any case my official decisions have 
appeared to you partial or unjust it has not been in any 
manner from malice or spite, and if you find that some of my 
rulings were unjust, I ask your indulgence repeating to you, 
that in all my rulings I have endeavored to be impartial. 

Wishing you a happy return to the bosoms of your families, 
I again extend to you my most sincere thanks for your” 
kindness.
